On  \\v  ennti'ai'v,  keep  in  ymir  homes  none  but 
approved  books,  calculated  to  foster  in  yonr  I'aiuilies  the  lo\.:  of  udod  piineiplen 
and  sound  doctrines. 

.*>inii!ar  danijiM's  arc.  also,  to  be  I'mind  in  iVeipientiui;  bchouls.  academii-n, 
faculties  of  law  and  medicine,  nnivcr-ities  and  other  in.-titutimis  of  a  like  kind, 
where  calholi(t  princijdes  are  laid  ashle,  if  they  are  not  openly  controverted  ; 
and  where,  conseijuently,  the  faith  of  the  -indents  is  imperihd.  It  is,  then 
your  duty,  christian  p:>.rents,  to  take  such  measures  as  will  ]irevent  your  chiidi'en 
.from  over  lu'comiu!,' attached  to  these  iiistitutiiMis.  If  also  concerns  the  honor 
of  our  Holy  Relij^ion.  whiidi  would  be  hmnbled  by  the  jirefcrenee  ^iven  to 
thoni  over  the  many  establishments  it  iineiasinj;ly  rai.ses  to  the  ;,dory  of  (Jod,  in 
the  interest  of  your  tamilies,  and  to  the  honor  of  our  country. 

The  dan<;er  to  your  children  would  bo  particularly  imniincTit,  were  you  to 
place  them  in  certain  in.stitntions,  -which,  it  is  well  known,  have  been 
established  solely  for  the  ])ervcrsion  of  catholics.  The  ])retcnded  charity  that 
opens  to  them  those  asylums,  and  whore  they  arc  fed,  clothed,  and  taught  i,'ratni- 
t  )iisly,  has  no  other  object  than  that  of  robbiiif,'  thciu  of  the  precious  {^ift  of 
h'aith.  To  what  dreadful  judgments  would  not  parents  expose  themselves,  who 
would  be  frailty  of  sending  their  children  to  such   institutions,  and  of  tlnw
